Washington, March 4.—In the house

Representative 
Webb said Mr. Cleveland had been a 
friend of the negro but never had 
held him the hope of social equality. 
Mr. Williams said that objection to 
the appointment of a negro to position 
was met with the statement that there 
could be no discrimination, but as­ 
serted that a Chinaman would not be 
appointed postmaster on the Pacific 
coast.

A dispatch from Chemulpo, dated 
March 2, says that 15,000 Japanese 
troops have landed at Chinampo and 
gone to Ping Yang. 
Cabling from

A Shanghai 
correspondent asserts that three sep­
